CLAIMS MISINFORMED 


R. A. Pringle, K.C., Declares 
Proper Capitalization Not 
Given 


OTTAWA, June 24.—There was a 
lively row in the cost of living com- 
mittee in the house of commons this 
afternoon, and for a time it looked as 
if the proceedings of that body would 
terminate abruptly, but eventually an 
armed peace was restored and al- 
though antagonism was still apparent, 


the examination of J. C. McLean, of |

The trouble developed over the close | 


examination by R. A. Pringle, K. C., 
counsel for the committee and H. H. 
Stevens, M.P., into the capitalization 
of the Harris Abattoir company. Early 
in the sitting Mr. McLean had /said 
that the capital stock of the company 
was two million dollars, all common 
and paid up. 

On this statement profits of the 
company in the fiscal year ending 
March 31 1918 were $522,014 or about 
26 per cent. 

Later it developed that the original 
capital 19 years ago was $150,000, that 
when the war started it was $880,000, 
and that it was increased to $2,000,000 
in September of last year, 

“I have been misled as to these 
statements,” said Mr. Pringle, “heliev- 
ing that the capital was two millions, 
I stated that the returns were $522,014 
for the year ending March, 1918. I 
asked you if that represented 26.10 
per cent. You acquiesced. As a mat- 
ter of fact your capital was $880,000, 
and your earnings 61 per cent. That 
was a little misleading and I don't 
like it.” : 

Then Mr, Stevens stated that what 
was impressing itself on his mind ev- 
ery day was that some companies 
started with a certain capital, after a 
few years whon they found they had 
had high profits, they capitalized these 
profits and figured that they must be 
allowed by the public profits on both 
their capitalization and their accum- 
ulated profits. 

Mr. McLean stated that his com- 
pany's business was done on 12 per 
cent, on the turnover, or a quarter of 
a cent per pound. 

20 Tiines Original Capital,

Compulsory Teaching of the Bible 
In Public Schools Not Sanctioned 


By Alberta 


Baptist Convention 


Introduction of Bible As Text 


Book and Religious Teaching In 


Schools Was Out-voted By Big Majority—Forward Movement 
Endorsed—Six Days’ Convention Closed, 


That the bible should form no part 
of the public school curriculum nor 
as a text book in the 


schools was the conclusion reached 
by Baptist delegates in the closing 
session of their convention on Tues- 
day afternon, After long and spirit- 
ed discussion and after many resolu- 
tions were attempted as a solution of 
the question the following was adopt- 
ed: 

“Whereas there 1s a movement in 
Canada today to introduce compul- 
sory bible teaching and religious in- 
siruction into our national schools, 

“Be it resolved that we vigorously 
protest against the use of the bible 
as a text book or the compulsory 
reading of passaoges from the bible 
other than those contained in the re 
gular text books.” 

The question had been before the 
resolutions committee for _ several 
days, and they had framed their re- 
solution, but during the afternoon a 
resolution from the ministerial as- 
sociation of the city was read whicr 
favored the introduction of religiouy 
education into the schools and als? 
resolution which purported to have 
been adopted by methodists and pres- 
byterians which indicated that these 
bod were likely to seek legislation 
on the matter was introduced, and a 
request made that the Baptists express 
themselves on the question. 

A number of delegates were of the 
opinion that the whole question should 
be tabled for one year, but the feel- 
ing that there should be a stand taken 
one way or the other prevailed with 
the above results. 

Capt. Bowen, who was chairman 
of the resolutions on committee con- 
rended that it would be entirely con- 
jrary to the democratic principles of 
the Baptist church to impose any 
ystem of religion upon the pupils of 
the public schools, and if you intro- 
juce the scripture, the Lords prayer. 
fhe law of the ten commandments 
nto the schools you must be prepar- 
‘d to allow any other faith to intro-

LESSON 
REQUISITES 


Speed, a quick eye, a strong arm 
and hands strong enough to hold any 
ball that the fielder can reach are the 
requisites of all outfielders, In ad- 
dition to this it is desirable that fleld-/ 
ers be keen of sight and possess prac- 
tically as much knowledge of the pa- 
cularities of the batters of opposing 
teams as do the pitcher and catcher, 

The left fielder is in some respect 
the most important of the outfielders, 
He does not get as many chances to 
make plays as does the centre fielder, 
but his work, and that of the right 
fielder, is more difficult because of 
the nature of hard hit balls which 
curve, when either pulled or sliced. 

The position of the left flelder de- 
pends largely upon the character of 
the field upon which he plays. Also 
he must adapt himself to fit his own 
points of strength and weakness, His 
range forward and back is greater 
than that of any other out-flelder, al-/ 
though his field is not as shifting to 
right or left as is that of the centre 
flelder, | 

If a fielder, having perfected him- 
self, in catching fly balls, discovers) 
that he can come forward and make 
catches more easily, than he can turn 
and go forward, he should play deep 
and take few risks of balls getting 
over his head. But at the same time

The desirability of a left fielder! 
having speed is great, for he, more 
than any other outfielder, should be 
in perfect position to catch a ball and 
make a return throw. His throw is 
shorter and more natural than any! 
of the others, for the reason that the 
centre fielder is out of position on! 
the great number of fly balls because 
of his deeper playing position and 
the fact that he catches balls moving 
either to right or left. The left fielder 
on the majority of catches, has the! 
play in front of him al) the time, 
Therefore quick starting should be 
practiced. The flelder should plant 
his feet firmly, be certain his spikes 
are clear and gripping the turf firmly, 
ready for a quick start in any direc- 
tion. If he can reach the spot, set 
himself and brace for a quick long 
throw he gains both in speed and ac- 
curacy,

Pension Increases Provided 
For Soldiers and Dependents 


mittee have agreed to recommend the 
awarding of a supplementary pen- 
sion, which, when added to the 
amount received by widows and their 
children, or reservists, from ‘ther 
respective governments, will equal the 
amount of pension payable to the 
widows and children of members of 
the Canadian forces, This supple- 
mentary pension will be paid only 
while such widows and children con- 
tinue to reside in Cavada, 
Recommendation is also made that 
‘snadians who are now receiv: 
British pension only, and who were 
resident in Canada at the outbreak of 
the war, be given a ae 


Ottawa, June 24.—The special 
committee of the commons to deal 
with pensiuns, presented its recom- 
mendations to parliament this morn- 
ing. The additional expenditure for 
the prevent year on the basis of the 
existing number of pensioners will be 
approximately $3,380,000. 

The report provides for the follow- 
ing increases in pensions to soldiers 
and dependens of soldiers, the same 
to be given parliamentary sanction 
under the provisions of the bill to 
be introduced without further delay: 

(a) That a bonus for one year of 
£0 per cent. be added to the pensions 
of privates and coporaly (militia) and 
fatings below petty officer (naval), 
Who receive $600 per annum for to- 


pension which will make their pension

(d) That a bonus for one year ap- 
proximately 13 per cent. be added to 
the pensions of widows and parents 
of sergeants, etc., (naval), who now 
receive $510 per annum so as to make 
the amount of their pensions includ- 
ing bonus, eqiml to that of the widow 
or parents of a private or corporal or 
@ rating below petty officers, 


(e) That the additional pension for 
A married member of the forces, 
who is totally disabled, be increased 
from $96 per annuza, as it is at pre- 
Bent, to $180 per annum. 

(tf) That the additional pension for 
the first child of a widow or the first 
brother or sister of a deceased mem- 
ber of the forces be increased from 
$144 per annum, as It js at present, 
to $180 per annum. 

(g) That the pension for the first 
orphan child or orphan brother or 
Bister of a deceased member of the 
forces ibe increased from $275 per an- 
hum, as it. is at present, to $360 per 
annum, and 

(h) That the addition to pension 
for those who are helplesy and in need 
of attendants be increased from $300 


about 2,000 supplementary pensions 
would be granted under these recom- 
mendations, The expenditure for the 
supplementary pension will not exceed 
in the aggregate $500,000 per annum. 
The total number of disability pen- 
sioners, as of the 31st of March, 1919, 
was 44,726 (not including wives and 
children), for whom the government 
then carried a years Iability of $7,- 
476,167.96. The total number of de- 
pendent pensioners as of same date 
was 16,888 (not including children) 
for whom the government then car- 
ried a yearly liability of $9,636,939.50, 
or a total of 61,614 pensioners of all 
classes and a total yearly liability of 
$17,118,107.48 Tt ts anticipated that 
an additional 36,000 pensions for dis- 
abilities will be awarded during the 
fiscal year April ist 1919, to March 
31st, 1920, with a yearly Hability of 
$5,400,000 under the present rates, or 
$6,500,000 under the proposed rates, 
including the bonus, 

The total yearly lability at the 
present rates of pension will. be ap- 
proximately $25,000,000. Adding to 
this the cost of the proposed bonus 
payments, and increases in pensions 
for married members of the forces 
and for children, namely, $3,380,000 
for those on pension during the fiscal 
year 1919-20, and the supplementary 
pensions for allied reservists, namely, 
$500,000 the total lability for this 
year will probably be approximatcly 
$30,000,000. The estimated total pos- 
sible Hability for pensions under the 
provisions of the proposed bill sub- 
mitted wild not exceed $39,000,000.

MILITARY

IS PLANNED 


Organization of a Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ League In Winnipeg 
Drawn 


WINNIPEG, {une 24.—Plans for 
the organization of a soldiers’ and 
sailors’ labor league in Winnipeg are 
being drawn up by a soldiers’ com- 
mittee here.

“We, the returned soldiers and sail- 
ors of Canada and His ‘Majesty's 
forces who fought for freedom and 
liberty and are now resident in the 
city of Winnipeg do demand of our 
government to deport us to our 
mother country according to the lat- 
est amendment to thew immigration 
act, as we find that this country is 
not governed in the democratic spirit 
for which we fought.” 

It was stated by those who pre- 
sented the revolution that they ex- 
pect to secure 10,000 signatures be- 
fore forwarding it to the authorities.

The Condition. 


The German Government has an- 
nounced that it is prepared to sign 
the peace treaty ‘‘without re- 
nouncing in the meantime its own 
view of the unheard of  injus- 
tice.’’ This, the dispatches tell us, 
is a decision to sign ‘‘uncondition- 
ally.’’ Just what, in the opinion of 
the Paris press squad, would 
amount to a ‘‘condition,’’ it would 
be interesting to know. 

The proviso will not be part of 
the treaty, but it is a condition 
none the less, plainly worded, and 
proclaimed for the purpose of let- 
ting all concerned know that the 
signing will only be done because 
it has to be, and that if Germany 
had the power at its disposal it 
would tear up the proffered terms 
as another scrap of paper. 

This is not important provided 
the Allies do not take the peace 
treaty for face value, If they do, 
the present declaration will stand 
| as a documentary basis for a re- 
fusal to fulfill the terms whenever 
yermany feels strong enough to 
defy their enforcement. What Ger- 
many thinks of the terms does not 
| matter unless the Allies are foolish 
enough to expect it to live up to 
them without compulsion. 


Saturday Closing.

| Inatory to allow a grocery store to 
remain open. And if groceries 
have to close, it may be claimed on 
the same ground that fruit stores 
should close, and shops handling 
both groceries and meat. 

To work out the principles of 
‘no discrimination”’ and no ‘‘half- 
closing’ of stores would seem 
therefore to mean practically the 
complete prohibition of business 
in all essential lines. 


More Light On the Subject. 


Evidence before the Parliamen- 
tary investigating committee 
shows that the milling trust suffer 
ed from the hardships of war in 
about the same way as_ the cloth- 
manufacturers. One prominent 
concern last year made _ profits 
amounting to 72 per cent., and the 
year previous to 48 per cent. On 
how many millions of watered 
stock these profits were reckoned 
is not brought out, but should be. 

It is in order to recall that the 
milling business was taken under 
the special direction and regula- 
tion of the food controller a couple 
of years ago, about the time, it 
would seem, that these phenomen- 
al profits began to roll in, As gen- 
eral manager of the milling trust 
the food controller seems to have 
been a howling success. 

If the milling business, which 
was represented to have been re- 
gulated down to a certain, defin- 
ite, and moderate amount of 
profit, was able to make gains of 
such proportions, it can only be 
surmised to what extent the public 
were plundered by interests which 
were not brought under regula- 
tion, or which were not claimed to 
be subjected to such exacting con- 
trol as to prices and profits, 

The farther this investigation 
goes the more firmly is it estab- 
lished that all that has been said as 
to the prevalence of profiteering, 
and the hardship thereby imposed 
upon the public, has been  justi- 
fied, There is no reason to suppose 
that the cloth-makers and the 
millers are in a class by themselves 
as to the desire to acquire wealth 
at the expense of their afflicted 
countrymen or that their depreda- 


tionable features without closing |
